Way across Siberia. Eastern Siberia 
will rapidly be restored to order. the 
expedition operating in conjunction 
with the local governments, which 
will administer the civil laws. 

The extension of the military ac- 
tivities to the Ural Mountains, bor- 
dering European Russia, will await 
developments. It is believed in some 
Allied quarters that the advance of 
the expedition to European Russia 
weuld hasten the solution of the 
Russian problem for the Russians 
themselves, and also expedite the 
reorganizafion of an eastern Allied 
front, which, from the Allied point 
of view, is expected as a result of 
intervention. 

The Japanese government, it 
known, is not ccnvinced yet of the 
feasibility of dispatching an army to 
European Russia on account of the 
great distance tc be traversed, but 
is willing to meet to the full extent 
of her resources any situation which 
may arise.

Stephens requesting 
that the latter make public the com- 
munications he has received from 
President Wilson regarding the 
Thomas J. Mooney case. In this 
letter, and an affidavit. accompany- 
ing it, Fickert makes sensationa! 
charges regarding the mediation 
commission sent here by the Presi- 
dent to investigate, among other 
things, the Mooney trial. 

In the affidavit he charges that 
Felix Frankfurter, secretary of the 
commission, told him he was satis- 
fied Mooney was guilty and had a 
fair trial, but “stated it was the de- 
sire of the Federal administration to 
placate not only the radicals in Rus- 
siz, but the radicals in the United 
States as well.”

He asks Gov. Stephens to inquire 
of the judges as to what was said to 
them by Frankfurter. 

Gov. Stephens is in the southern 
part of the State, and it was not 
learned what answer, if any, he will 
make to the communication.

American public was asked by the 
Food Administration today to go on 
@ sugar ration of two pounds per 
capita monthly, beginning August 1, 
to méet a world shortage and to 
care for the immediate demands of 
the military forces. ‘The American 
public at present is on a_ three 
pounds per capita ration monthly. 

Household rationing is to be vol- 
untary, as at present, but public 
eating places will be required to ob- 
serve new regulations effective Au- 
gust 1, permitting the use of two 
pounds of sugar for every ninety 
meals served. 

Unless the consumption of sugar 
is reduced, both by householders 
and the public generally, the Food 
Administration warns, supplies for 
Belgium, the Red Cross, Y.M.C.A., 
Knights of Columbus, Salvation 
Army and other organizations work- 
ing for the welfare of American 
military forces In Europe cannot be 
maintained. | 

SITUATION DESCRIBED. 


-The sugar. situation confronting 
the United States is described by the 
Food Administration, as follows: 

Sugar supplies throughout the 
country, In homes, stores, factories 
and bakeries are at low ebb: produc- 
tion from the American beet and 
Louisiana cane crops have been dis- 
appointing; the yield in Porto Rico 
has likewise been smaller than an- 
ticipated, and the inability of the 
United States and the Allies to se- 
cure sugar from Java and other dis- 
tant sources, on account of the im- 
perative call for ships for the move- 
wnent of troops and their supplies, 
has materially reduced the supply 
from such quarters. 


FED FATHER NEPTUNE. 


Added to this already difficult sit- 
uation, the quantity needed by the 
army and navy greatly exceeds 
earlier estimates. We must send 
a large amount to France and Italy 
to take the place of the great vol- 
ume lost through the German and 
Austrian invasions, during which 
much beet land was overrun ahd 
many factories destroyed; we have 
to supply certain quantities to neu- 
tral natione under agreements; and 
finally, over 56,000,300 pounds were 
lost recently through submarine 
sinkings off our Atlantic Coast. 

“In askirfe the public voluntarily 
to reduce their consumption to «a 
level mgye néarly equal to the com- 
puleory™ restrictions in effect in 
France, England and Italy, the state- 
ment says that while sugar is often 
used as a luxury In America, it has 
become an “essential element for the 
success of the war among the nations 
pt Europe.” 

“Upon our action here,” the state- 
ment continues, “depends the poassi- 
bility of maintaining the ration to 
our own fighting men and those of 
the Allies, as well as of avoiding a 
still further reduction of the allot- 
mente to the civil population of the 
nations fighting Germany which are 
already down to a point far under 
their normal needa.” 

To assure equitable distribution of 
the sugar the American public is to 


‘the allowed the Food Administration 


has worked out a scheme of alloca- 
tion to the States based on popula- 
tion and the needs of the sugar-using 
industries in the States. Each State 
Food Administrator will be charge 
of the distribution in his State.

which had been there for weeks. 
Here anu there was stuck up 4 rifle 
and bayonet lock, making a cross 
marking the grave of some marine. 


ANIMALS’ CARCASSES. 


In the middle of the field lay the 
carcass of a cow, perhaps peacefully 
grazing when the war had made 
a@ no man’s land of her pasture. 
Along the edge of the woods lay 
bodies of horses caught by the Ger- 
man machine guns. It Was uncanny 
to go through those woods which 
now have a piace in American his- 
tory. Every other’ tree was cut off 
by shel] fire. 

Not a square foot of ground but 
bore .the marks of fighting. Ger- 
man machine guns in cleverly con- 
cealed nests stood with the hodies 
of Boches lying across them just 
where they fell a month ago. Here 
the lower half of & German lay in 
the leaves with the rest of the body 
not to be found. 

German war material lay every- 
where and German bodies, for many 
hundreds of Germans died there 
and the Americans had not had time 
to bury all. Their faces were black 
and the bodies decomposing under 
the sunshine, their tools of warfare 
lying where the Americans had mai:le 
them impotent. Here were the re- 
inains of a kitchen which had served 
its last meal; here the ruined dug- 
out through the wrecked door of 
which one could see five bodies lying 
where one of our “75” shells had 
got them awhile sleeping. Here lay 
a box of unused hand’ grenades; here 
a Pile of ammunition which had nev- 
er killed marines, there lay a cache 
of decaying food—here, there and 
everywhere, carnage in profusion, 
where the Germans had tried in vain 
to halt the Americans. — 

AIRPLANE IN RUINS. 

Near the northern edge of the 
wood was a large rock, and near by 
the remains of a German airplane 
which had hit it squarely after some 
Allied aviator had sent a i 0bullet 
through its pilot. Parts of the sir- 
Plane had been scattered fifty feet 
in every direction. \ 

Leaving the northern end of the 
woods, we came on a trench which 
the Germans had tried to hold. The 
German dead there were so thick 
that they lay one on another in 
ghastly array. 

We went on Into what had been 
Belleau. Not one building was left 
etanding. Americans were busy 
cleaning up the debris. 

To the east lay Bouresches in the 
same condftion. In the ruins of the 
church stood a large crucifix. the 
only thing untouched by shellfire in 
the whole village. To the north lay 
the remains of Torcy, where our bar- 
rage had caught and killed so many. 

Now we stood territory where 
the Germans were driven out on 
Thursday morning. Back of Torcy 
one end of a field was filled with 
graves where the Germans buried 
their dead, falling behind their lines. 
In Queouts were the tables set for 
last Thursday morning's breakfast 
which the German officers had to 
leave hot on the table. In a corner 
were three beds and in another a pile 
of hand grenades and ammunition. 

DEBRIS EVERYWHERE. 

All along the road were individual 
holes where the Germans dug in the 
hope of holding back our troops. In 
every third or fourth hole lay a dead 
German, who did not retreat in time. 
German war material lay every- 
where. Among the German bodies 
one saw here and there the brown 
which tol4 of an American. All 
these were being buried rapidly. 

Past cartiage and mute @raves and 
bodies marking dead German hopes 
in this region. Our troops were mov- 
ing forward against the retreating 
enemy. Wreckage of human habita- 
tions and war pocked fields told of 
the vigor with which Americans 
make war. 

While I was in (deleted) the Ger- 
mans began artillery preparation for 
a counter-attack, which precipitated 
a bitter ba@tle north of Chateau 
Thierry. Where ali had been quiet 
fifteen minutes before, hundreds of 
shells began streaming over, in- 
tended to téar up our advancing 
lines. From barrages put down just 
behind our front line a few kilo- 
meters away, to miles back areas 
were reached by an intense German 
shellfire. Before our guns, which 
had been brought up, began to reply 
their shelis whistling back as the 
Germans groaned over. One Won- 
dered if those shells ever met in mid- 


air. 
GAME OF WAR. | 

Tt is a great spectacle, this game 
of war. With millions of dollars 
‘worth of shells coming over to in- 
terrupt our advance, other millions 
of bottled death are going the other 
Way to get the German guns shoot- 
ing .our way. In the midst of this 
inferno a new kind of explosion was 
heard. A German bombing ma- 
chine high up dropped seven bombs 
near by. hoping.to hit a strategic 
Américan point. 

As we came back, twenty min- 
utes after the artillery duel had 
*tarted we had to go out of the 
road, because of the freshly-made 
holes. From behind we heard the 
rat-a-tat that told that German ma- 
chine guns were trying to check the 
attack of the boys in brown.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.— 
Thomas J. Mooney. walking dele- 
gate, sentenced to hang for partici- 
pation In the San Francisco Pre- 
paredness Parade horror, has been 
practically repudiated by his own 


union. E. R. Dillon, clerk in the 
office of Dist.-Atty. Charles Fickert. 
has been elected business agent of 
the Moulder’s Union, of which 
Mooney was a member, by an over- 
whelming vote. 

Mr. Dillon has never camouflaged 
his belief that Mooney was guilty as 
charged. As a member of the staff 
of the District Attorney he knew 
from the inside that there was no 
disposition to railroad Mooney to the 
gallows or to “frame up” testimony 
against him. Dillon opposed the 
faction in the union that was sup- 
porting Mooney and referred to them 
frequently as the “Reds.” 

When the election of a business 
agent of the Moulder’e Union was 
held this year the campaign hinged 
round the Mooney case. The radi- 
cal element in the union, which was 
supporting Mooney, presented a 
candidate. Dillon was elected as the 
representative of law and order. The 


pre-election campaign was quiet, but 
bitter. 
WIDE DISTRICT. 
The branch of the Moulder’s 


Union, which Dillon now represents, 
is not limited to San, Francisco, but 
covers a territory extending from 
Visalia to Bakersfield. The mem- 
bership outside the San Francisco 
local voted almost unanimously for 
Dillon. It comprises the cities of 
San Francisco, Oakland, Ajameda, 
San Jose, Sunnyvale, Niles, Fresno, 
and a number of smaller towns and 
cities. 

While there has been an organized 
Mooney propaganda that extends all 
over the United States end to for- 
eign ports touched by vessels sailing 
from San Francisco, the majority of 
the conservative union mén of San 
Francisco have always been fully 
convinced of his guilt. The union 
labor agitation in his favor was or- 
ganized outside of California and is 
of I.W.W. origin. 

In the mass of evidence collected 
by the District Attorney there are 
letters from I1.W.W. members de- 
parting for European ports asking 
Mrs. Mooney to supply them with 
the text of resolutions which they 
should get cabled back from Eng- 
land and Russia protestin~ against 
Mooney’s execution. In this way 
sentiment was propagated in 
Mooney’s favor. 

LABOR BACKS FICKERT. 

Dist.-Atty. Fickert has always been 
supported by the conservative union 
labor element of San Francisco and 
the bay districts. e charge that 


he was manufacturing s¢vidence 
against Mooney has alw been 
repudiated by them. When the 


Mooney supporters sought t6 recall 
Mr. Fickert, several monthsfago he 
was re-elected by @ majority of more 
than two to one, much of his sup- 
port ¢oming from union men. 

In the election of Mr. Dillon as 
business agent of Mooney’s own 
union the fact again becomes ap- 
parent that the better elements 
among the labor union men them- 
selves are convinced that Mooney is 
guilty of the horrible murders 
charged to him and that they be- 
lieve he should pay the penalty of 
his crimes. Mooney Was a meri- 
ber of a German society of San 
Francisco, and many here believe 
that much of the money used for 
his defense and for the propaganda 


man sources. That propaganda fell 
in line with the German policy of 
weakening the authority of the 
courts and respect for the law, to 
the end that @# Bolsheviki reign of 
terror might be inetituted in the 
United States. 
FREMONT OLDER. 

It is sigmificant to note that a t 
the same time that Mr. Dillion 
elected business agent of. Mooney's 
union, Fremont Older, Mooney’s 
chief newspaper supporter here and 
the apostie of the “Reds,” gave up 
his position as mangging editor of 
the Bulletin. a paper that, under 
Older’s direction, was chief sponser 
and spokseman for Mooney. 

Older has announced that he is 
going back to New York City to 
take a high position in a Hearst 
publication there. The owner of 
the majority interest in the Bulletin 
is now fn the Federal! service. Bince 
his enlistment the Bulletin has 
shown a decided change of policy. 
It is now a supporter of law and 
order and no longer makes common 
cause with those of Mooney’s flk. It 


desk in a Hearst publication a more 
congenial berth than in a publica- 
tion whose chief owner is in the Fed- 
eral service. 

Since Older’s disappearance the 
Mooney sentiment here has rapidly 
receded.

BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

The Mayor's plan contemplates the 
organization of a board of directors 
for the city. He would be the pres!- 
dent of the board, and would confer 
with the directors whenever it is 
cxpedient. 

The Chamber cf Commerce and 
other civic organizations would have 
the charter-amended so as to per- 
mit the Mayor to head an executive 
budget committee.

The Venice jail 
was stacked high last night with 
slot machines which were seized in 
@ police raid which extended the 
length of the Bay District and was 
directed. by Police Chief Raymond 
of Venice. ‘ 

The clean-up grew out of a cam- 
paign which was ordered a month 
ago by Dist.-Atty. Woolwine. Twen- 
ty-seven machines were gathered in 
and put out of business. 

Early yesterday afternoon Police 
Chief Raymond, assisted by Detec- 
tives Loomis and Litchner, took an 
auto truck and drove to Ocean 
Park, where they began confisca- 
ting. Concession after concession 
was raided by officers, practically 
all of the machines taken being of 
the same type. 

Only one slot machine escaped, 
so far*as the Venice police know, 
and that was hurriedly removed in 
a light truck by J. J. Ganz, the po- 
lice say. Ganz was in business with 
a brother, and he ® said to reside 
at No. 309 San Pedro street, Los 
Angelea, Chief Raymond says 
Ganz is the man who secured the 
slot machine permits for the Bay 
district... 

Last night Chief Raymond and his 
men went out and shut down four 
dice games which were being con- 
ducted at Venice cigar stands, but 
no arrests were made. It is under- 
stood that these who permitted the 
games to be run have been cited to 


appear at a later date before Justice 
Webber at Santa Monica. 

It was reported that the man who 
escaped from the Venice raid with 
his slot machine voluntarily removed 
about twenty of his machines from 
Santa Monica early yesterday.

T)ARIS “MATIN” TELLS WHY 
FRANCE HATES HEARST. 


Wily Campaigns to Aid Kaiser are Re- 
counted; Dealings with Bernstorff 
_ are Told; German Praise. 


(From “Le Matin,” Paris.) | 
NE September afternoon in 1914 one could see an open automobile 
halting in front of one of the most sumptuous apartments of the 
most sumptuous avenue, Riverside drive—which is the Avenue du 
Bois of New York—at the hour when the number of passing vehicles and 
people on foot is. especially great. A certain indiyidual stepped out from 
it with ostentation, slowly pushed the electric button at the entrance door. 
“Look,” said one passer-by, “that’s Bernstorff coming to pay Hearst a 
visit.” 
It was, indeed, Count Johann von Bernstorff, Ambassador of His Maj- 
esty the Emperor of Germany, who was going to pay. an official visit to M. | 
William Randolph Hearst—to M. Hearst, who nevér wanted to receive 
either President Roosevelt or President Taft, or President Wilson; to M. 
Hearst, the owner of seven newspapers, the most widely read but the least 
considered in the United States, who is a partner in several dozens of 
magazines and several hundreds of moving-picture theaters. i 
In order that no one might ignore this visit a dispatch was soon cabled, 
announcing it. A few days later the Vossiche Zeitung wrote in an edi- 
torial: 
WINNING FOR GERMANY. : 
“Our Ambassador to America, Céunt von Bernstorff, was particularly 
well inspired when he paid a visit the other day-to the king of American 
newspapers. . . . To win M. Hearst means to win a battle, because M. 
Hearst is the owner of the Pictorial, which unites all the moving pictures 
of America. M. Hearst's rivals, no doubt, will attack him, but no accusa- 
tion can touch this man of bronze.” | 
In all this affair one thing was true: That is, that Count Bernstorff 
had indeed won Hearst—a much easier thing than to win the battle of the 
Marne. 
Count von Bernstorff had won him well, and never did a man serve 
Germany better; for never did a man serve her with a more evil obstinacy. 
The brutal, rough, violent German agent is soon discovered and quick- 
ly falls among the rubbish, as an object of disgust and repulsion. The skill- 
ful, subtle and prudent German agent who never pronounces the name of 
Germany, who piously crosses himself when speaking of France, who be- 
wails the torrents of blood shed, offers more difficulties to being discovered 
and nailed to the pillory. William Randolph Hearst played this role for 
three years, and he played it so supremely well that Frenchmen, by spir- 
itual definition, were deceived by it. 
DID NOT DARE ATTACK. | 
M. Hearst never allowed an attack against France to appear in his 
papers. Oh! He simply did it because of prudence. France is held so 
highly in the affection of the administration of the United States that the 
Americans would not have tolerated a word wounding the nation when 
they are surrounded by a sort of sacred cult. M. Hearst did not blaspheme 
against France simply because he did not dare to do it—thet’s all! But he

CHEEK BRUISED. 


Marks of Fight with Fireman 
Interest Spectators. 


Ex-Cafe Man Found Guilty of 
Breaking Labor Law. 


\Made Girl Work Eleven 


Hours; Sentence Today.

cheek received in a one-sided 


counter with H. B. Shockley, a Los 
Angeles city fireman, E. Rabin, 
‘known to fame in police court cir- 
cles, came before Justice Burr in 
police ccurt yesterday and was 
found guilty of employing Mary 
Slater, a waitress, eleven hours on 
June 28. Rabin will come to court 
this morning to be sentenced. 

Mary Siater testified yesterday that 
on June 28 she worked at the late 
Cafe De Luxe In the Black Building, 
from which Rabin has been ousted, 
from 9%$:30 in the mcrning until 2 

pm. Then, she testified, she was 
Ehowodl by Rabin to spend ten min- 


utes in recreation, after which she 


returned to work and worked until 
ll p.m Her testimony was cor- 
roborated by Lucile Varley, also a 
waitress, and by Herbert A. Cable, 
in charge of the State Labor Bu- 
reau, and by Raymond Shively of 
the bureau, bcth of whom were on 
the watch, as they had selected that 
Gay to make a test case of the com- 
Plaints again Rabin of violating the 
labor laws. 

Rabin took the stand and entered 
a novel defense. 

*“Your Honor,” he said, “I. told 
this girl (Mary Slater) to go home 
many times—ch, five times or more 
—and she would not. She just stayed 
around and played the piano.” 

Evidence was introduced to show

Details of the fight were easily 
learned, however, in the neighbor- 
hood of Normandie and Sunset ave- 
nues, Hollywood, for apparently the 
entire neighborhood was on hand to 
eee the fight, and after it was pver 
many persons offered to go on Shock- 
ley’s ball in case Rabin made good 
his threat to have him sent “to 
prison.” 

Shockley met Rebin Sunday after- 
noon and told Rabin that he had 
been annoying Mrs. William Shock- 
ley, the fireman’s mother, for dis- 
puted rent, and that he must stop. 
Rabin said something, and Shockley 
started after Rabin. He dropped a 
bed spread he was carrying and ran. 
Shockley caught him, and all by- 
standers and bin admit that Ra- 
bin received scme hammering. 

Shockley says that on orders of 
the real. owners of No. 1418 Nor- 
mandie avenue; his mother has re- 
fused to pay Rabin rent until fore- 
closure proceedings brought against 
Rabin have been decided.

STATE'S BILLS 
SOARING HIGH. 


Fifty-six Per Cent. Increase, 
Experts Report. 


Forty Fat Commissions are 
Piling up the Cost. 


Movement to Enforce Econ- 
omy Gains Strength. 


The increasing expense of the 
State government of California was 
clearly illustrated in a report re- 
ceived at the office of the Associa- 
‘tion for Betterment of Public Serv- 
ice yesterday. Secretary H. M. 
Burgwald announces that the report 
was compiled by experts who had 
made a careful survey of the ex- 
pense columns of the various fat 
commissions that have sprung up 
during the past few years. 

The report deals almost entirely 
with the fitefh of expense per capita 
during the period from the year 1902 
to 1917. n 1902 the population of 
the State is given as 1,673,343 people 
and the capita expense was 3$4.904, 
while tin 1817 with a population of 
over three million the expense per 
capita is given as $7.681. This re- 
port shows that the expense per 
person for conducting the State gov- 
ernment hag increased during this 
period 56.62 per cent. or an expense 
of $2.70 more for each of the 
3,000,000 people living In the State. 

The question is asked why the in- 
dividual citizen today is over 56 per 
cent. more expensive to govern than 
he was in former times. This ex- 
pense account as determined by 
these experts does not include out- 
lays for materials or improvements 
but only the expenses of salaries, 
overhead and ogaer operating costs.

AN THE KAISER COME AGAIN? 
There are two outstanding facts in the 
military situation in Europe: 


By every dictate of strategical and tactl- | 


cal exigency, Germany must remain on the 
offensive at any cost. To fall back on the 
defensive means that she has resigned her- 
self to defeat. 

Germany's most important and most dan- 
gerous offensive has been definitely beaten 
back. The question now remains: Can the 
Kaiser, in the face of defeat, manage to 
bring off another big offensive this year? 

A close and conservative examination of 
the conditions in the theater of battle would 
seem to indicate the answer: 

Germany may. be able to undertake re- 
peated localized offensives lasting through 
this summer and possibly longer; but the 
Berlin General Staff will not be able to 
launch another thunderbolt of the propor- 
tions of the offensive of March 21 at St. 
Quentin or the later offensive on the 
Rheims-Soissons sector. 


The reasons upon which The Times bases 
this conclusion are these: 


Von Hindenburg has exhausted the poss!- 
bilities of a surprise action upon big enough 
proportions to accomplish another great ad- 
vance. 

Gen. Foch has, by skillful maneuvering, 
reversed Germany's strategic advantages of 
being on the inside of the circle: the Allies 
now have this advantage over the Germans. 

By the developments in Italy, Gen. Foch 
has now a greater elasticity of reserves 
than have the Germans. He can use more 
Italians, in France than the Germans can 
use Austrians. 


All of these conditions militate against 
the further prospects of German aggression 
on the west front. 

Under the most favorable circumstances, 
an offensive of modern proportions is an un- 
dertaking of the most difficult character. 
The German General Staff spent nearly a 
year of intensive effort getting ready for 
the forward plunge at St. Quentin in 
March. 

The mere accumulation of the necessary 
ammunition is an undertaking of stupen- 
dous difficulty. 


The failure of an offensive—entirely irre- 
spective of the loss of the soldiers who have 
fallen—is a disaster whose effect is almost 
beyond calculation. 

Germany has shown that, having failed 
at Amiens, she was able to undertake a new 
plunge at Rheims. We do not regard the 
second offensive at Ypres as being actually 
a second effort. The attack at Ypres was 
merely a diversion of the Amiens offensive. 

It must be confessed that to have followed 
the offensive against Amiens with the offer. 
sive against Rheims was an extraordinary 
exhibition of power on the part of the Ger- 
man army, There is, however, a limit to 
Germany's power. A logical examination 
of the facts would seem to indicate that the 
Kaiser has about reached this limit. 

Outside of the general aspect of the situ- 
ation, there are certain local conditions that 
discourage the thought of another major of- 
fensive for Germany. 

An offensive means something beyond the 
mere slamming ahead in a forward direction 
against an enemy's line. An offensive must 
bave a definite objective. 

All the German offensives have been di- 
rected with one general purpose in yiew— 
te. break the English and French armies 
apart. 

The logical place to accomplish this break 
was at Amiens, which controls the railroads 
between Paris and the English Channel. 

But Amiens is flanked by the forest of 
Compiegne, Without going into details, thie 
forest occupies a position of such strength, 
strategically and physically, that no Ger- 
man offensive is of much account without 
its capture. Its possession by the Allies en- 
ables Gen. Foch to lurk in concealment 
ready to pounce out upon any expedition 
that may be sent against Paris. Also it en- 
ables the Allied commander-in-chief to con- 
centrate his reserves on the inside of a vas: 
circle to any point on the circumference of 
which they can get quicker than can the 
Germans. 

The Germans have failed twice in their 
effort to take this important area. They 
failed in the first drive on the Amiens sec- 
tor. Their drive against Rheims also had 
for its ultimate objective the encircling of 
this vital place, and also failed. pe 

Foch still stands in the woods of Com- 
plegne. The prospects of its capture by 
Germany now seem very remote, all avenues 
of approach having been clogged by the 
German slain. | 

In considering this military problem an- 
other point should not be ignored. Germany 
proceeded to these great offensives by a 
method which tnvolved the concentration 
of great masses of troops behind the in- 
tended point of the smash; and this concen- 
tration, to be successful, had to be a secret. 

The uncertainty of the point to be selected 
compelled Gen. Foch to scatter his men over 
a large area of defense. Until he knew just 
where the German meant to hit it was un- 
enfe for him to concentrate his own men. 
By their repeated attempts and repeated 
failures, the Germans have considerably 
reduced the number of places it is possible 
for them to hit. Consequently the problem 
of defense ig simplified for Gen. Foch. 

Througbout this article the battle condi- 
tions have been considered as though the 
two armies were machines. If we turn to 
an examination of conditions from another 
viewpoint the probabilities of furhter suc- 
cessful German activity become still more 
remote. 

Without too much optimism, it is a safe 
conjecture that the spirit and morale of the 
German soldiers have been greatly reduced 
by the failure at Chateau Thierry—espe- 
cially by the unexpected showing of the 
American troops. | 

A successful offensive requires high con- 
fidence on the part of the assaulting troops. 
lt goes without saying that the will to fight 
does not burn as brightly in the German 
soldier as it did last March. 

The Allies will not again have to fight 
troops equal to those who came over the 
top at St. Quentin.

ERENSKY? OH, NO! 

| France has looked Kerensky over and 
decided that he is irrevocably a back num- 
ber. Commenting on his recent visit to 
Paris the Journal observes that “he made 
the mistake of regarding everything in this 
country that was not revolutionary-socialis- 
tic as non-existent.” The Journal adds that, 
“Since he came to Paris he has consistent- 
ly referred to the middle classes with a 
scorn which can hardly be described. He 
has made a practice of declining to meet 
ordinary Republicans and even Socialist- 
Radicals. He declines to confer with any- 
body but pure-blooded internationalists. 
Yet he is supposed to have come here to 
plead for help from France and her Allies in 
reconstituting Russia as,a nation. ... 
When he sees President Wilson will Ke- 
rensky explain to him what precautions he 
has taken in order to avoid meeting all but 
an infinite minority in our country? Will 
he adopt the same tactics in America and 
treat the revolutionary Socialists here as 
the only people worthy of him? Does he 
think that the methods he affects of sep- 
arating thé good grain from the rubbish is 
consistent with his self-imposed missian? 
Does he think that his attitude reveals him 
as an able politician?” 


The Temps says that Kerensky has re- 
vealed by his visit to France why he failed 
in Russia; his first act was to attach him- 
self exclusively to a small faction in the 
French republic that would be powerless 
to help him if it desired. His reiteration 
of the old Proufhon phrase that “All prop- 
erty is theft” and his appeal’ to the work- 
men of all the Allied countries to take pos- 
session of their governments and seize the 
property holdings of the middle classes 
brand him rather as the advance agent of 
the Bolsheviki than as the champion of 
representative government. While tn Eng- 
land Kerensky tried to organize a move- 
ment to ald Russia: but in doing so he did 
not approach the government, which he 
characterized as capitalistic and autocrat- 
ic, but devoted his attention to the work- 
ing classes in the mills and factories. He 
found them too busy helping to win the 
war to listen to his preachments; so he 
passed on over to France. He told the 
redical Socialist papers In France that the 
British press had organized a campaign of 
Silence against him; that it was capitalistic | 
and that in Russia it would have been sup- 
pressed. 


The Paris Temps said editorially that net- 
ther Paris nor the nation was showing it- 
self highly excited over Kerensky'’s pres- 
ence. It observed further that his own rad- 
ical Socialist friends had asked him very 
embarrassing questions. Some of them are 
given tategorically as follows: 3 

Why did you permit the order to be 
issued which suppressed all discipline 
in the army and led to its practical dis- 
bandment? 

Why did you permit Lenine to come 
back to Russia and to travel from Swit- 
zeriand in a train supplied by Germany? 

Why did you not suppress treason 

when it became evident that the Bol- 
shevist leaders and German spies were 
in collusion? 

Why did you throw Korniloff over- 
board? 

The Temps says those are questions that 
come to the mind of any person speaking 
of Kerensky, and that he has failed to an- 
swer them even to the satisfaction of the 
radical Socialists. Kerensky is dismissed 
by the Paris press as a man of words only, 
possessing sound but not substance. It is 
pointed out that, although Kerensky assert- 
ed loudly at Moscow that he would put 
down treason and indiscipline with fire and 
sword, he permitted the German propagan- 


tory of Sauthland. 


| diste to work without interference, and thet | 


the only sufferers from fire and sword had 
been France and her Allies. ; 
Kerensky had planned to visit this coun- 
try; but latest press dispatches are to the 
effect that he has been dissuaded. Keren- 
sky remains one of the failures of the war. 
The theory of government which he holds 
has been tried and found wanting. His 
visit to England and France has not aided 


-the Allied nations in arriving at a unified 


plan for the redemption of Russia. He is 
regarded kindly by the Allied peoples ‘for 
the reason that he refused while dictator 
to turn the government or the army over 
to the Germans; but his failure to organize 
a real government permitted the Huns to 
accomplish in another way that which he 
refused them. If he were to seek the same 
associations in this country as those in 
which he immersed himself in England and 
France he would be a hindrance rather than 
a help to the successful prosecution: of the 
war. 

Kerensky has demonstrated that good fn- 
tentions kill no Huns.: When he assumed 
the dictatorship of Russia The Times ex- 
pressed a fear that his lack of military 
knowledge and governmental experience 
would not permit him to give to his coun- 
try-a lasting government. The sequence of 
events proved quickly and tragically that 
our fears were wel! founded. The Slav peo- 
ples wait only for a leader to rise and throw 
off the shackles of Germany. He must be 
a man of the people, but one who has never 
known defeat. 


FREE SPEECH. 


Perhaps we have made a fetish of free 
speech. “This is a free country, ain't it?” 
shouts every man who is claiming a license 
to be something more-than free-spoken in 
a language which only a few can under- 
stand. I believe in free speech —for myself. 
Iam a bit suspicious of it when it Is claimed 
by a man who puts his propaganda Into Ger- 
man or Turkish or some other tongue which 
can be made the vehicle of utterances trea- 
sonable and destructive. 


The people who come here to stay should 
put aside their old-world allegiances. They 


should not only make plain profession of 
their alms. 


They should acquire the lan- 
guage of their neighbors. They should read 
English papers and English books and make 
their criticisms, whatever they are, in the 
language of their government. | 

Good-natured Uncle Sam is beginning to 
straighten up and look about him. He may 
in time leave off whittling and gassing 
around the drug-store stoop and attend to 
the business of looking after the walfare of 
his institutions. The pressure of war needs 
seems about to bring an enormously-valna- 
ble and greatly-deserved union of the ele- 
ments which are as yet mixed but not fused 
in the melting pot of our social order.—

FIGHT PROPOSED 
POLICE CHANGES 


Many. Protest Proposition of 
Councilman Criswell. 


Would Give Chief Charge of 
Detective Bureau. 


City Leaders View Proposal 
with Suspicion. 


Councilman Criswell’s proposition 
that the detective bureau of the 


police department be eliminated re- 


sulted yesterday in a storm of pro- 
tests against the proposed action. 
The matter was referred to the Civil 
Service Commission for a report and 
recommendation and it is probable 
that the Council will make some dis- 
position of the question this morn- 
ing. 

Messrs. Criswell and Olsen have 
favored the plan of wiping out the 
detective bureau and placing it un- 
der the direct supervision of the 
Chief of Police. The argument used 
in behalf of the proposition has 
been that there are patrolmen quali- 
fied for detective work, but that the 
detective bureau is comprised of men 
who have been recommended by the 
Civil Service Commission and can 
only be removed for cause. 

It is understood that the Civil 
Service Commission is opposed to 
the Criswell-Olsen scheme and will 
insist that the detectives remain un- 
der civil service classification. 

Speaking of the attempt to get 
rid of the detective bureau, Coun- 
cilman Mallard said that while there 
may be some merit to the plan 
he is afraid there is “a nigger in the 
woodplie” and will look with more 
or less suspicion upon the propo- 


INSIDIOUS MOVE? 


President Farmer said he does not 
believe that the plan will meet the 
approval of a majority of the Conn- 
cil. Personally he is opposed to it 
because he believes that there may 
be something insidious behing the 


ove. 
“Tf it develops that this move was 
instigated by jealousy or rivalry in 
the police department I certainly 
will oppose it to the last ditch,” 
said Mr. Mallard. “I have heard 
such reports.” 

Mayor Woodman said he would 
not stand for a minute In favor of 
a proposition to eliminate the de- 
tective bureau. By taking the bu- 
reau from the civil service classifi- 
cation the Mayor said it may be 
possible to make a few needed 
changes, but he considers the detec- 
tive department most essential for 
the protection of the public. 

For months it has been current 
rumor that the best of feoling does 
not exist between the head of the 
police department and members of 
the detective bureau. 

Expert police officials throughout 
the United States view the Los An- 
geles detective bureau as one of the 
best tn the country. and no police 
department ever operated success- 
fully without one. 

“If there fs any dead wood in the 
@etective bureau, it should be 
eliminated,” Mayor Woodman said, 
“but the s@me may be applied to 
the police department in general or 
any other department. I certainly 
would nevér favor the elimination of 
the bureau.” 

That Mayor Woodman is friendly 
to Capt. George Home of the de- 
tective bureau, he has stated many 
times and upon many occasions has 
complimented him for his efficiency. 
Capt. Home is bitterly opposed to 
the ppoposed plan of elimination and 
it is understood that he hag many 
admirers in the Council who will 
not stand for any deal which would 
minimize hig authority. 

When Louis M. Cole, former mem- 
ber of the Civil Service Commission 
was informed of the resolution of 
Counciiman Criswell, he was most 
emphatic in his denunciation of the 

lan. | 
. “The placing of the appointments 
for the city detective bureau in the 
hands of the Chief of Police or any 
other paid official is a direct re- 
version to the old spoils system,” 
he said. “It would be one of the 
most serious mistakes to allow it. It 
would break down the efficiency of 
the pureau and should be fought 
against by every citizen who is in- 
terested in clean politics.”

Dulley, she said, received probably 
about $300 a month salary from the 
plantation company, was furnished 
with a house, a cook, maid, laundry 
woman, chore boy and horses.

“The Finished Mystery,” the Pastor 
Russell book that has been declared 
by the Department of Justice to he 
a seditious and treasonable publica- 
tion, was found guilty by a jury in 
Judge Trippet’s court yesterday. 

* The indictment against Mrs. Mar- 
tin contained two counts—that the 
accused attempted to cause insub- 
ordination, mutiny and refusal of 
duty on the part of the army and 
navy, and, secondly, that she ob- 
structed recruiting and enlistments 
In the army and navy of the United 
States by the circulation of “The 
Mystery.” 

e jury found Mrs. Martin guilty 
on the first count, and not guilty on 
the second. y recommended her 
to the leniency of the court. Sen- 
oe will be imposed next Wednes- 

ay. 

It was shown that Mrs. Martin 
was among the leaders of the San 
Bernardino pacifist group,and that 
she had sold 147 copies of “The Fin- 
ished Mystery.” Most of the copies 
were seized by the government and 
were an exhibit at the trial). 

The courtroom was crowded with 
“RusselHites” when the jury re- 
turned with a verdict, and several 
of the more impressionable women 
members “‘congratulated’’ Mrs. Mar<- 
tin on the verdict, Mrs. Martin's 
face Was wreathed with smiles, as 
though posing as “martyrs” is a fa- 
vorite pastime of the cult.

LOWER PRICE FOR 
FISH TO BE SOUGHT. ' 


MARKET COMMISSION DEPUTY 
WILL ENDEAVOR TO OBTAIN 
3 OFFICIAD ACTION. 


The Liberty fish campaign which 
was started several weeks ago by D. 
B.. Lyons, Southern California dep- 
uty for the State Market Commis- 
sion, is being held in abeyance, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lyons, while an at- 
tempt is made to bring about a more 
gerieral reduction in the cost of fish, 
through official action, 

Mr. Lyons, in commenting upon 
the report that 15 cents a pound in 
the round was paid for barracuda at 
San Pedro on Wednesday, says that 
according to his information “the 
highest price paid was 11 cents, and 
that is an outrageous price. More 
than 7 or 8 cents a pound ought nev- 
er to be paid for barracuda in the 
round.” 

Mr. Lyons arrives at this conclu- 
sion by estimating that wastage, 
handling and fair profits add another 
11 cents a pound to the fish. He 
says he doubts that more than 100 
men are now fishing for fresh table 
fish out of San Pedro. This 2sti- 
mate does not include the tuna fish- 
era whe supply the canning factories. 
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
